JSntranoo fee, ten per cent, of purse. 
No en- 
tries will be received unless accompanied by 
the fees. 
In all races three or more to enter ana two or 
more to start. 
National Association Rules to govern trotting, 
but the Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately, if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special race 
between the heats. 
Bules of the Pacific Ooast Blood-Horse Asso- 
ciation to govern running races. 
Any person not intending to start his horse 
must notify the Secretary in writing on or be- 
fore 8 o'clock io the evening previous to the 
race. 
Horses entered in races can only be drawn by 
consent of the Judges. 
For a walkover inauy race a horse shell only 
be entitled to his own entrance fee and quarter 
of the entrance received irom the other entries 
for said purse, and a horse winning a rate en- 
titled to ttrst money only, except when dls- 
tancing the field, then entitled to first 'and 
third moneys only. 
A horse wins but one 
money under any other circumstances. 
The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules of the National 
Trotting Association, under the provisions of 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appertaining to the trotting races will be 
conducted 
The following resolution, adopted by the Cal- 
ifornia State Board of Agriculture, has been 
endorsed and will be strictly enforced by this 
Association. 


Resolved, That where any rider, driver or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dis- 
ffict Blood Association of this State, thu the 
game shall be duly recognized by this Board 
and that the person or horse upon which said 
ban rests shall not be allowed to ride, drive or 
start in a race until such ban la lifted or satis- 
nod

RAPIDLY KECOVEBINO. 


The Southern States are rapidly 


recovering from, the effects of the 
war, and tho people regaining all 
their former prosperity. This fact is 
particularly noticeable iu Louisiana, 
n it u tally one of the richest of the 
Gulf States, but so long retarded, by 
political troubles nnd an unstable 
goveinment. 
The assessment rolls 


this yenr show a wonderful increase 
in the value of property in the rural 
parishes.

been unusually fortunate, and it i» 
estimated that they will expend $2,- 
500,000 in 
improvements. 
The 


records show that in aix parishes 
near New Orleans there was an in- 
creitsu in taxable property amounting 
to 82,225,000 
Thus as the people 


become prosperous nnd happy, evils 
wrought by the war are forgotten. 


Artesian Well* In Aljiorln. 


Iu the south of the province of 


Constantino, Algeria, the boring of 
artesian wells, begun iu 1356, was 
continued 
with renewed activity, 


after the interruption occasioned by 
the Franco Prussian war, under the 
direction of M. Jus. At the end of 
1879 the long line of wells following 
the Wady Bir, between Biskra and 
Cugnrt, included 434 sunk by the 
Arabs, and yielding Gi.OOO liters a 
minute, and sixty-eight bored by the 
French, yielding 113,000 liters. 
In 


che same decade,the number of palm 
trees in the oasis bad increased from 
359,000 to 517,000; of fruit trees, 
from 40,000 to 90,000; of inhabitants, 
from 6.672 to 12,827.

Finerty'a assertion that, "Wo want it 
distinctly undorstood that we in Chi- 
cago are proud of the man who killed 
the Informer (Jary," was loudly ap- 
plauded.

the people of Ireland did not want any 
interference by Cardinal Manning or 
the Pope, if it tended to keep Ireland 
in chains. Mr. Brennan declared that 
what Ireland needed above all else at 
this crisis, was education and organi- 
zation, the Leaguo should afford the 
young men of Iieland an opportunity 
to study its history.

There are several varieties 
of trees which will withstand the 
Winter months in this State, but the 
general idea of the ranchers seems 
to be that they have only come to 
stay a year or two, and that the place 
is good enough for them, though a 
few trees growing around their homes 
•would actually muke the property 
much more valuable in the eyes of 
the purchaser. There are many of 
the Eastern States where numerous 
varieties of fruit is ruibed every year 
where the climate ia much more rrg 
orous than in the State of Nevada, 
and even here in nearly every case 
where fruit trees have been planted 
and proper attention given them 
they have proved a success. Our 
ranch-men 
should certainly plant 


a few trees around their homes.
